Pointed Observations 


DESPITE ALL THE HUE aad cry that 
vaudeville is on the down grade and that 
it js only a matter of time—and a very 
short time at that—before it will be 
relegated to the limbo of forgotten 
things, it appears that certain harc- 
headed and possivly hard-hearted busi- 
ness men have sufficient faith in the 
stability of this type of entertainment 
to pour their money into the concrete 
end mortar that has gone into the mak- 
ingg of some 43 new vaudeville houses 
which have opened during the last three 
menths. During the same period con- 
struction has been started on a haif 
score or more other new vaudeville the- 
atcrs representing as many millions of 
dollars. The ancient Romans found the 
arswer to a situation like this. It is vor 
mazuma, which is to say, money talks 
Ard rignt now money is doing its talk- 
irg on the side of vaudeville. If you 
dcn't believe it, sharpen up a couple of 
di zen pencils and figure out how much 
it costs to build 43 theaters. 


THE STOP ORDERS on production 
acts issued by the Keith-Albee office 
have come to be regarded as a wise move 
that could be applied now to the other 
larger booking offices. The cessation 
was looked upon originally as a sign of 


stacnation, but as time passed and the 
books of other circuits began to be 
clogred up it was readily seen that 
overproduction is the greatest contribut- 
ing factor to the present mess in the 
vaudeville mart. Acts of undeniable 
merit are now laying off or working 
spottily because their sponsors or others 
in the same line of work continue to 
turn out vehicles without first inquiring 
into the ability of the market to ac- 
commodate the never-ceasing supply. In 
the last several months, despite repeated 
warnings that there is no chance of get- 
ting work, producers have been sending 
out acts on break-in dates. Before one 
act is definitely set, another trails it, 
and before many weeks elapse each pro- 
ducer averages about five acts to his 
credit, not more than one of which is 
insured a decent break in dates for the 
remainder of the season. Hiring per- 
formers for perts in production acts that 
cet at best two weeks’ work in a month 
terds to discourage talent, and when a 
producer is really in earnest about get- 


ting rood talent and is guaranteed a 
food break in dates he finds it in- 
creusingly difficult to get the type of 


artiste he is seeking. The larger outfits 
would do well to discuss ways and means

Style—Band and singing specialties. Set- 


ting—In one and full stage (cyc.). Time 
Twenty-four minutes. 
Woodinge’s novelty orchestral unit 


ranks high among all-colored acts of its 
class and deserving of no smaller rating 
among similar attractions in the entire 


field. There is pep here—and loads of 
it—great musical merit and routining 
that shows much skill and energy. 


Wooding achieves a forceful tho unorig- 
inal opening by sending four of his 14 
boys out before an “in one” drop. This 
quartet sings a syncopated number and 
is joined gradually by the remainder of 
the jazz contingent. Next the ensemble 
is seen enveloped by its own cyclorama 
with Wooding nonchalantly waving his 
baton thru a snappy medley of bits. The 
unit offers a nicely arranged interpreta- 
tion of Mandalay, this followed by three 
of their number in a session of clowning, 
comedy stepping and hoke. Wooding 
then announces a jazz band impression 
of a train in motion. This is offered 
with all the attendant noises associated 
with a train leaving a depot and “en 
route” fine work being done by the peppy 


drummer. Miss Wilson does a blues 
singine number, one used as a steady 
item by this type of warbler. When 

ught, she stopped the show cold and 
was forced out for several more verses. 
A tap dancer followed her and he, 


too, stopped the show. The closing en- 
bit is red hot and well played. 
too. For the curtain preliminary a trio 
did some fast footwork.

Lydia Bat irry takes her time about get- 
ting started. A good reason 
there is for this since, when caught, this 
member of the Barry family kept climb- 
ing upward until she was established as 
& sure smash at the bows. She opens 
with unceremonious patter, gagging 
along and letting nifties fall unapplaud- 
ed by the wavside She swings into a 
combination of comedy singing. travesty 
and impression work on the frequently 
repeated theme, Twenty Years Ago. Here 
she shines and there are times when her 
funmaking is dazzling. Her impressions 
of modern vaudeville types are what 
was once called big time, and she reaches 
the limit of appeal in that portion of 
the impersonation business which re- 
volves around the doings of characters 
in the typical dramatic sketch. Miss 
Barry is a comedienne of high appeal 
and her straight singing voice is pleas- 
ing to a high degree. With the early 
part of the routine jacked up, this bux- 
om little lady should find the current 
prejudice against unexploited singles an 
easily surmountable obstacle to a full 
season’s work.

The atmosphere of the burlesque wheel 
is still with Frank X. Silk. His style, 
makeup and general behavior betoken his 
issociation with the Columbia Circuit. 
Withal, Silk is a clever entertainer in 
his line. He carries a pleasing personal- 
ity, sings fairly well and puts over his 
laugh-getting material like a seasoned 
performer. His chatter covers mainly 
his prison experience—in the land of 
make-belleve, of course—and he has an 
ingratiating smile that wins him many 
followers of his amusing chatter. He 
heeds more diversified material for 
vaudeville, however His loose-fitting 
pants—-the kind thet seem hanging on 

tle responsibility—and mock = dress

Wheeler is an eccentric comedian and 
gets most of his material over. Miss 
Eline is of the nut and “tough” variety 


and continues along the same line as in 
her previous partnerships. The entire 
act is a series of interruptions between 
the pair. When Wheeler starts to war- 
ble and shuffie, Miss Eline bangs right 


in with some oddity and vice versa. 
Wheeler tells one or two musty Scotch 
jokes, plays the guitar and sings a lit- 
tle, interspersed with some _ cross-fire 


chatter by the pair. Some pantomimic 


work is done by both in a speakeasy: 
drinks are served and the girl shows the

Hayden is 
in the part of a henpecked hubby. In 
his household all that the old-fashioned 
wife was wont to do is tackled by hubby 
——and this includes washing, scrubbing, 
cooking and house cleaning. A doctor 
of domestic something or other enters 
and persuades the harassed husband to 
adapt means by which he will be freed 
of this slavery. The husband agrees to 
& plan which involves lovemaking to a 
girl with the wife looking on. Before a 
subject for the experiment is sought. a 
woman walks in and is immediately 
pounced upon by the henpecked chap. 
The climax comes with the “doctor's” 
discovery upon entering the room that 
the strange woman hitherto concealed 
from view is his own wife. ‘he vain ex- 
periment notwithstanding the enslaved 
hubby finally gets his way and wifey 
puts on the apron and takes his broom.

Why not dispense with 
Evropean handles such sas Madame Mile 
Sen.rita and the like in this country? 
These mean nothing to the act: th ey do 


not add prestige or importance to the 
turn. This is the United States and 
there is no more logical reason for using 
foreigen prefixes in vaudeville than for 
printing the subbilling in foreign 
language. How would it do to announce 
“Signor” Jimmy Hussey or “Mule.” Belle 
Faker? Wouldn't it be amusing to bill 
“ferr” Jack Norworth or “Fraulein” 
Marie Dressler? Vaudeville has suffi- 
cient handicaps and peculiarities to con- 
tend with without tacking on foreign 
nrefixes and European titles of respect 


to performers in this land of former 
freedom and unrestrictions. Let us do 
these things in a sane way. Let tis not 


forget that vaudeville has started on its 
second century. Let vaudeville be itself! 


ONE OF THE BEST-KNOWN press 
agents in vaudeville has issued a broad- 
side against the discrimination of the- 
atrical editors in the matter of space 
given to vaudeville as compared with 


legitimate and motion pictures. The 
point is timely and it is hoped that

on the backer of the productions. Always 
excluding the recognized producing of- 
fices, it is pointed out that there ere a 
greater number of producers who are 
really only the agents for ignorant 
money than ever before. Such produc- 
ers claim that these backers usually 
know nothing about the show business 
as a whole or, as a rule, any phase of it. 
They will not necessarily stint on pro- 
auction costs, and frequently favor ex- 
pensive costuming and settings. How- 
ever, before production work has pro- 
gressed any length, they are sure to con- 
fuse things by insisting on taking over 
the duties of the producer, stage man 
ager, director and other As a result, 
the hands of these experts are tied — 
competent casts are forced to appear in 
pieces that are ruined. It is explained 
that many reviews of such flops are 
favorable to the casts |} do not like 
the plays. This, as a rule, is not due to 
the playwright, but to the meddling 
backer, who has refused to leave matters 
alone. As a result, the box-office returns 
are poor and the backer decides he has 
made a poor investment.

Shuberts’ Heavy Loss 
On Jolson’s Illness 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The Shuberts 
are facing a heavy loss on the illness 
of Al Jolson, which brought his tour in 
Big Boy to a sudden halt in Syracuse 
last Saturday, three days after the 
company had opened. The supporting 
company has been laying off all this 
week and notice has been officially 
given of abandonment next Wednesday 
to cover the clause in the Equity con- 
tracts which states that a show in its 
second or more season cannot close 
without a week's notice. But if Jolson 
shows any improvement in condition 
the Shuberts may appear before the 
Equity Council at its meeting next 
Tuesday afternoon and ask to have the 
notice rescinded so that the company 
may be held together for a while longer. 
The star, who has had a return of his 
old throat trouble, is now down in 
Asheville, N. C., under special medical 
attention. Reports to date are not very 
encouraging for his immediate return. 

If the Shuberts are forced to abandon 
Big Boy it will be very expensive. 
Aside from the losses on the cancella- 
tion of bookings the show has just been 
outfitted with an entire new production 
which cost approximately $45,000. The 
ympany, tho it has only played three 


days, is entitled to the minimum of two 
weeks’ Salary, which amounts to over 
$15.000 The Shuberts wanted to take 


advantage of the “star clause” in the 
contracts, but Equity ruled that such 
cases had never been recognized as “an 
act of God” and on precedent of Ger- 
aldine Farrar’s one-night appearance 
and several other previous cases the 
supporting cast was entitled to two 
minimum on an abrupt halt 
af 1 opening. With the payment of 
the two weeks the Shuberts can after- 
ward, if the Equity Council gives per-

REVIEW 

A classy, colorful California scene was 
a suitable setting for an ensemble of 
classy, colorful-costumed choristers, no- 
table for their youth, slender, shapely 
forms, especially their legs, calcimined 
admirably, and individual pep, pleasing 
personalities and their ability to sing in 
harmony and dance in unison. 

The opening number caused the cus- 
tomers to sit up, notice and encore, 
thereby setting the company at ease and 
encouraging it to proceed with more 
than the usual pep, with Jimmy Bova, a 
short-statured, nattily attired straight 
man, singing. followed by a pretty, petite 
brunet chorister stepping out of line to 
sing in a resonant voice, followed by Syd 
Burke, a dainty, diminutive, ever-smiling, 
sizzling bobbed blond soubret, leading 
the ensemble for the finale of the open- 
ing number.

COMMENT 


Jack Reid and his Record Breakers 
were famous for their clean and clever 
burlesque in the old American Circuit 
days, or until Jack took a flyer into the 
Shubert “units”, defunct, and came back 
to burlesque, burdened with the idea 
that he could use unit and tab. people 
in burlesque, with which he has made 
several dismal failures during the past 
two or three seasons, and we were pleas- 
ingly surprised to find in his present pro- 
duction and presentation of burlesque, 
principals and choristers who can equal 
ali and surpass many now in burlesque, 
for the comedy was clean, if we except 
Tomic Rogers’ suggestiveness; the comedy 
was clever, if we except Comic Rogers’ 
“Oh, Charlie”, bit, staged in front of a 
glittering circus side show, when we have 
been accustomed to see it worked on a 
darkened ship deck or haunted castle. 
This is not meant as a criticism of 
Rogers’ comedy-making abilities, for he 
garnered laughs and applause aplenty 
for his humorous lines and funny antics 
thruout the show, with the exception of 
our two objections. The criticism on 
“Oh, Charlie”, in all probability should 
go to the producer for misplacing a 
spooky but in a spot more suitable to 
an “African dodger” or some similar bit 
on burlesquing comedy. 

Another notable feature of the presen- 
tation was “She”, who from the billing 
in front of the house we visioned as a 
typical contortion dancer, such as fea- 
tured as added attractions in some 
shows, but in “She” we found a pretty- 
face, dimpled-cheek, ever-smiling bobbed 
brunet ingenue of exceptional refine- 
ment in her every graceful movement, 
leading numbers thruout the presenta- 
tion for repeated encores, and in her 
dancing specialty giving the audience a 
seductive dance, with the stage technic 
of the classical diplomat, sensing the 
border line between seductiviness and sug- 
gestiveness with a finesse of the finished 
artiste. 


Jack Reid, noted in the past as a 
maker of women principals, has been 
careful in his selection of choristers, to 


whom he is giving ample opportunity to 


demonstrate their individual talent and 
ability, and who are responding ad- 
mirably, a chorus notable for shapely 


legs, calcimined to perfection. 

Reid has made a logical and practical 
comeback into burlesque with a talented 
co-operative company of clean and 
clever burlesquers, who will make super- 


critics commend their personalities, 
talents and abilities as laugh-evoking 
entertainers.

delved deeply into earlier works of an 
authentic nature, especially the com- 


prehensive book written a few years ago 


by Edward Leroy Rice, son of William 
Henry Rice, manager and producer, ac- 
tive in the field about 35 years ago. His 
article illustrated with more than a 
dozen pictures which he credits to the 
splendid collection now in the possession 
of the younger Rice. He reviews min- 
strelsy from its humble beginning before 
the Civil War to the death of Al G. Field 
and the retirement of Neil O’Brien. It is 
a most interesting article. But those of 
his readers who are even casually ac- 


quainted with the literature of the min- 
strel stage may find a lack 
of proper sense of proportions in the 
writer’s estimate of various ts men- 
tioned in the historical narrative. In 
some instances prominence is given min- 
strel figures of no pertioutar distinction 
while stellar lights of min con- 
temporary with them are either omitted 
or given bare mention For example, 
George Wilson, now in his 80s and ap- 
pearing in vaudeville, the 
member of the famous Barlow, Wilson, 
Primrose and West Minstrels, is dis- 
missed with a bare mention of his name. 
Wilson, who had been an officer in the 
British Army when he entered the Ameri- 
can minstrel field, more than half a 
century ago, was for nearly 40 years one 
of the dominant figures of the minstrel 
stage. But, in any event, Mr. May’s story 
is well worth reading. He ventures the 
prophecy that minstrelsy will stage a 
mighty comeback in the not distant 
future and “Will this burnt-cork 
army coax into its depleted ranks 
new blood and sinew it so badly needs? 
Possibly the wish is father to the 
thought, but many old minstrel fans be- 
lieve it will. And I’m one of those who 
cling to the hope that real American 
negro minstrelsy is only marking time. 
Anyhow, there are many more than a 
million of us who'd like to see the good 
old minstrel days return.”

MINSTRELSY, PAST AND PRESENT, is 
discussed by that artist-manager-producer 
of the corkological stage, Lasses White, in 
an interesting article intended for the 
Christmas Special, but received too late 
for publication in the big number. White 
believes that this distinctly American 
form of entertainment better staged 
today than it ever was and he has con- 
fidence in its future. His views, as pre- 
sented, indicate his optimism. He says: 
*‘Minstrelsy, according to the ideas of the 
writer, is like all other branches of show 
business, or, in fact, any other business. 
It has progressed with the times. For 
instance, look at an old photo of the 
automobile, of several years back, and 
then look at one of today. It will really 
make you laugh. This goes for all things. 
If possible, look at an old minstrel pro- 
gram, then look at the program of an 
up-to-date minstrel show of today. Ore 
cannot hardly recognize the same class 
of show in the comparison. In my 
estimation, minstrelsy of today, put on 
and produced as it should be, is superior 
to the olden days. I do not mean to try 
to take any credit away from any of the 
old-time minstrel men of past, but 
minstrelsy has advanced We have 
learned new and better tricks, in other 
words, A question, very much answered 
by myself and others nowadays this: 
Is minstrelsy dying? I positively say no. 
But I am sorry to state some managers 
have helped this unjust opinion to be- 
come rooted in the minds of the theater-

He works 26 bulls in one act 
that is a revelation. 


“The music surpasses that of the 
American circus.

The intense interest of the audience 
was held from the opening to the clos- 
ing line of the sketch, when the ap- 
plause became spontaneous and unani- 
mous 

The other sketch, entitled “The Sap”, 
was an apparent revision of the “Ace 
in the Hole”, or the crook trimming the 
sap and in turn being trimmed by the 
sap De Voe, as the bartender, was 
characteristically perfect, and the same 
is applicable to Francis, as the crook: 
Fay Tunis, as the “Moll”, and Rav “ok, 
as “The Sap”; Miss Tunis’ singing of 
My Man was sentimentally, emotionally 
and dramatically pathetic, while her ac- 
tions were a revelation of what a bur- 
lesque prima donna can do dramatically 

Laughter there was in plenty thruout 
the presentation, the manhandling of 
each other by Comics McAllister and 
Weber being far more realistic than 
artistic, for “Shorty” took many and 
varied funny falls that kept the audi- 
ence in an uproar of laughter and ap- 
plause 

Ray Cook, a new member in the com- 
pany and a stranger to these parts, 
gives every evidence of becoming a big 
comedy-making boy in burlesque. 


Comment 

Taking the production and presenta- 
tion as we found it Thursday night it 
compared favorably with any that we 
have seen in circuit or stock houses. 

The scenery was apparently new, 
classy and colorful, further apropos to 
the comedy bits and musical numbers. 

The gowning of Prima Tunis was for 
the most part what is usually referred 
to as Parisian creations, further changed 
for her every number 

Hallie Dean, in her several ingenue 
roles, wore several beautiful gowns, and 


stood out distinctively in her numbers 
with more abbreviated costumes, and 


the latter is also applicable to Ingenue- 
Soubrets Ward and Rose 

The choristers made frequent changes 
of classy, colorful costumes, that set 
their personal attractiveness off to good 
advantace 


A chorus girl’s smile may mean little 
or nothing to burlesquers in general, 
but it means a lot to the fellow in the 
audience who feels that he personally 
is being favored, and the harder the fel- 
low the harder he falls, and herein is 
a tip to all choristers, smile on the fel- 
low out front: he may mean only the 
price of admission, and again he may 
mean advancement. A smiling choris- 
ter can attract more attention at times 
than the most talented prima donna. 


Strange to say for a stock company 
there wasn't a line or act in the entire 
presentation that a super-critical puri- 
tan could term objectionable. 


Verily Dave Kraus has solved the 
problem, “What's the matter with Bur- 
lesque?”, to his own satisfaction and that 
of his patrons, by their ever-increasing 
profitable patronage, and it is not amiss 
to advise his competitive producers to 
drop into the Olympic and see for them- 
selves how Kraus has solved his prob-

there isn't an advance agent in bur- 

lesque, and they have none but them- 

selves to blame for their nonemploy- 

ment. 


Granted that there have been agents 
worthy of their hire, there were many 
in the ranks who thought that bur- 
lesque could not get along without 
them, and they became tourists. instead 
of working agents, with the result that 
“the powers that be" in eliminating 
the evil eliminated every advance agent 


in burlesque thereby making the 
good suffer as well as the bad 
jranting that there are company 


managers who live up to the rules and 
regulations governing their duties, there 
are others who are willfully negligent of 
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the duties entrusted to them, and the 
handwriting is on the wall, as made 
evident by a letter issued to company 
on the Mutual Circuit by I 
H. Herk, a copy of which appeared on 
this page under the heading “Mutual 
After Managers” in a recent issue 

Company managers receiving this let- 
ter shouid not kid themselves into the 
belief that it is one of those circular- 
form letters that means little or noth- 
ing, for we have it on official authority 
that every company manager is being 
watched at every performance, and the 
manager who fails to comply with the 
order signed by Herk will find himself 
in the discard 

Columbia Corner is overcrowded with 


former agents, many of them experi- 
enced company ragers, seeking en- 
gagements not to be found, and the 


same is applicable to company managers 
and house who besiege Herk 
daily for positions. While some of them 
are on undesirable list, there are 
others that Herk will willingly take care 
of if given the chance, which will come 
if company managers ignore his letter 
nd to be on the “front” where 
they rightly belong, and to count up as 
ordered 

That Herk’s influence with Scribner 
is becoming stronger is evidenced daily, 
for they hold daily conferences that 
lead up to immediate action, and this 
was evidenced recently when a man- 
ager of a Columbia Circuit show, 
playing to profitable patronage all sea- 
son, failed to meet his weekly obliga- 
tion to his company by paying salaries 
on time, was put on the “carpet” by 
Herk, who authorized by 
Scribner, took matters in hand for an 
immediate adjustment, whereby the 
company received what it wanted, 
supplemented by the personal assurance 
of Herk that it would receive its 
salaries hereafter in full when due, and 
not in installments as heretofore from 
an irresponsible manager. 

Theatrical conditions in general are 
bad, and in all probability will become 
worse before they become better, and it 
behoves the producer, manager and 
principals alike to co-operate for the 
betterment of burlesque by the el!mi- 
nation of everything detrimental to 
burlesque, for their failure to do so 


the 


personally will lead up te their own 
elimination and the substitution of 
those more amenable to orders from 


the “powers that be”. 

The letter of Chief Casey in our last 
issue should be read by everyone in bur- 
lesque, for the reason that it speaks for 
itself 

John M. Casey has the respect of 
everyone in any way allied with theat- 
rical presentations in Boston, where he 
is known as a fearless and just censor 
of shows. 

A letter to an individual is a conces- 
sion on the part of Chief Casey well 
worthy of publication, for the reason 
set forth in his letter, for his reference 
to the work of Benny Moore should 
encourage other performers to strive for 
similar for commenda- 
tion of kind coming from a man 
of Chief Casey's standing as af official 
censor of shows is worth its weight in 
gold to the recipient and should prove 
an incentive to every performer in or 
out of burlesque to merit the same 
consideration, not only at the hands of 
Chief Casey. but theatrical reviewers, 
and every patron of theatricals. 


When ve scribe brought the letter to 
the attention of Messrs. Fox and Krause 
during their visit to this city with the 
remark. “Moore with the commendation 
of Casey is headed for Broadway.” they 
smiled and said: “If Broadway gets 
Moore from us it will be only because 
we put a Fox & Krause show.on Broad- 
wey.”

Ivan has made 
the windows of every prominent drug 
store in the country; in fact, he has 


become so well known to the drug-store 
managers in the country for his business 
ability and honesty all he has to do is 
wire ahead to the store he wants to lo- 
cate in and they have the window ready 
for him. Ivan formerly worked for the 
General Electric Co. as traffic manager 
and saw the possibilities in the advertis- 
ing game. He took up the premium plan 
and advertising campaign for one of the 
leading chewing gum companies of the 
United States and later switched to win- 
dow cemonstrating. Lehman travels all 
over the country and calls Fort Wayne, 
Ind., home. 

J. Z. PHILIPS—Jim (Zeemie) Philips 
is one of the most picturesque ana am- 
bitious men in the med. game today. 
Zeemie has dreams of owning a great 
med. show with many entertainers and 
a doctor to take care of his office. If 
hard work and enthusiasm count for 
anything, Philips will realize his am- 
bitions. Philips is always working. He 
is one of the boys that cannot find 
“tired” in the dictionary. From eariy 
in the morning till late at night Philips 
is telling the people of the merits of 
the oil he sells. Philips dresses in a 
Mexican costume when working and 
gathers a large audience every time he 
opens. Along with being an able oil 
worker, Zeemie is a good fixer. Today 
Philips is the only man that can work 
the farmers’ and producers’ market in 
Nashville, Tenn. Zeemie is married, is 
41 years old and has been in the game 
16 years. He calls Nashville home. 


H. T. MALONEY—One of the most 
prominent men in the medicine game is 
Harold T. Maloney, secretary and sales 
manager of the Devore Manufacturing 
Co., cof Columbus, O. Harold started in 
the game selling magazines and has 
managed many magazine crews all over 
the country. He practically knew every 
man in every branch of Pitchdom long 
before he took up his duties with the 
Devore firm. Today, besides looking 
after the sales and business of the De- 
vere owners, he is out boosting Pitch- 
dom at all times Harold is a strong 
booster of the N. P. S. P. A. and is mak-~- 
ing every effort to make that organiza- 
tion a success. Maloney has a pleasing 
and accommodating personality and Is 
getting new customers for his firm. He 
is liked by all that he comes tn contact 
with and is making an enviable reputa- 
tion with the boys in the med. branch 
of Pitchdom.

Williams 
has worked as many factories and 
corners aS any one man in the business 
and was the originator of transferine in 
Pitchdom. Williams started pitching 
transferine on corners and at factories 
over a decade ago. When Mike Whalen 
and a few other of the original factory 
workers were just getting used to pulling 
up to a plant for a noon pitch Williams 
was a weil-known man in Pitchdom. In 
he last 10 years Williams’ hair has 
turned snowy white. Men that have not 
seen him for 10 years ars surprised that 
they are talking to Williams, his appear- 
ance has changed so much. Williams 
criginally hails from Fremont, O., but 
travels all over the United States, and 
any nlace where he and the missus stop 
is home, sweet home, to them. Williams 
is 60 years old and has been in the 
game 30 years. . 


WILLIAM M. THOMPSON—Working at 
the furniture trade in the furniture 
factories of Grand Rapids, Mich., was 
not to William M. Thompson's liking, 
especially after he saw the boys come 
to the factories at the noon pitch, get 
theirs and then go on their way. Thomp- 
son said to himself that if the other 
fellows made a success of the business 
why couldn't he do it. Finishing and 
painting furniture was a little too hard 
for the way he was compensated any- 
how. One day along came Howard 
Mason, the strait-jacket performer and 
pitchman. Mason and Thompson be- 
carne fast friends. Not long after 
Thompson became a full-fledged pitch- 
man. Thompson is making a success of 
the game and is traveling all over the 
country advertising the medicine he has 
for sale. Thompson has been covering 
the cities between Grand Rapids and 
Cincinnati and promises to branch out 
when that territory has been well 
worked. Thompson is 42 years old and 
has been in the game three years. 

DR. L. T. STERLING—I have seen 
many men lecturing from a platform and 
their subject was mostly medicine, but 
in all my travels I have run across but 
one woman who not only made a high 
ritch, but also held her tip spellbound 
until even after she made the pass out. 
The above is written to let the readers 
of this article know when I refer to 
Dr. L. T. Sterling that the doctor is a 
woman Dr. Sterling’s given name is 
lillian, but for busrness reasons she 
signs only her initials to all checks and 
correspondence. Dr. Sterling has a won- 
derful command of the English language, 
works in the customary spick and span 
nurse’s uniform and moekes a scientific 
Jecture on the scalp and hair. The doc- 
tor is a graduate of the Simpson Medical 
College of Indianola, Ia., and Drake Uni- 
versity, Des Moines. She has worked off 
the same platform with Tishi Buthia, Dr. 
Jack Dorsey and Dr. Jack Bender. Dr. 
Sterling has been on the road for 15 
years and is married to Dr. Frank (Kid) 
Willard, and maintains offices at 503 
5th avenue, New York. 


H. J. TAYLOR—When a lad of 13, a 
fellow came along and asked Harry J. 
Taylor, one of the best known window 
pen demonstrators in the basiness, if 
he wanted to make some money selling 
a mechanical novelty. Harry accepted 
the job and made some money that 
surprised his parents. From that time 
on Harry made up his mind that he 
would become a demonstrator when he 
grew up. At 18 Harry took to the road 
with sharpeners and sheet. He later 
managed a crew of magazine workers. 
Getting acquainted with some of the 
sheetwriters and workers in Pitchdom, 
Harry started in reading The Billboard. 
One day he noticed an advertisement of 
a8 pen manufacturer Immediately 
Harry ordered a gross. Today Taylor is 
regarded as real competition in that line. 
He has worked the most prominent drug 
stores from coast to coast. His wife as- 
sists him with his demonstrations, and 
as pen workers they are conceded to be 
as good a pair of workers as are in 
that branch of Pitchdom. Harry is 25 
years old and has been selling pens for 
seven years. The Taylors call Minne- 
apolis home. 


G. L. YANDELL—One of the cleverest 
potatopeeler workers I have met on the 
road is Garnie L. Yandell, one of Chi- 
cargo’s branch of Pitchdom'’s best hustlers. 
Yandell is magried and resides in Chi- 
cago with his wife and child when not 
on the road. Yandell covers five or six 
States during the summer months, 
demonstrating useful household articles 
to the public.* Yandell is one of the 
greatest boons to the farmers in this 
country. Every time Yandell makes a 
noon pitch he spends from $1 to $2 for 
vegetables, which he uses up in making 
his demonstration. Yandell’s demon- 
stration is remarkable. He cuts from 


potatoes, cabbages, beets, apples, corn, 
carrots and oranges different figures 
and shapes of flowers. His talks on the 
articles are superb, and it is a pleasure 
to watch the Chicagoan make a passout. 
Yandell makes all of the important 
fairs in the fall, and works department 
stores and indoor events during the 
winter months. Yandell is 33 years old 
and started on the road right after he 
was mustered out of the army at the 
close of the World War. 


EURT SPURGEON — Burt Spurgeon, 
the novelty worker, is one of the boys 
in tne game that is willing to take a 
long chance and gamble with the weath- 
er. Regardless of Old Sol's disposition, 
Purt says “Lets go,” lays down the 
long green to the fair secretaries and 
opens up. Even if it is raining at the 
time he pays his privilege fee, Burt 
gces ahead and sets up his stands and 
gets ready for the people he knows will 
eventually show up when Sol comes out 


from behind the clouds. There are 
many novelty men that have taken a 
long chance, but Burt is the boy that 
buys up all the avallable concession 


space and sells to the boys after they 
are satisfied that*the weather will be 
favorable before they come away from 
the fence. Burt is also a real good fel- 
low with the boys who are inclined to 
Jay back waiting for the weather. When 
they do come on he does not take ad- 
vantage of them, but gives them the 
breaks. Burt is married and owns his 
own home in Kckomo, Ind., where he 
holds open house to all the boys on 
the road. In the winter months Burt 
is in the restaurant business in the 
Indiana city. 


JAMES MILLERHAUS—I have worked 
in every State In the Union and in my 
travels I have met a lot of med. workers. 
Naturally we sit around and shoot pipes 
While sitting around talking about 
Pitchdom and all other things that are 
interesting to pitchmen, I noticed car- 
tons labeled “From the Cel-ton-sa Medi- 
cine Co.” I have often wondered 
about the company that supplies a good 
deal of the med. workers with their 
stock. When at the N. P. S. P. A. con- 
vention in Cincinnati I dropped around 
to the Cel-ton-sa building and made 
myself acquainted. I found that the 
company was owned and operated by 
one of the oldest medicine workers in 
the business. And the funy part of 
it was that it was Millerhaus, known to 
almost every one of the boys who work 
behind tripes and keister.

The gentleman started sell- 
ing medicine 20 years ago, is 48 years 
old and calls the Cel-ton-sa building 
home. 


DR. PAUL A. RUNT—One of the best 
educated men in Pitchdom is Dr. Paul 
A. Hunt, health book lecturer and 
pitchman. Hunt makes a hit with the 
doctors, the board of health and the 
school board in almost every town he 
works. As a matter of fact, the school 
boards invite him to often adaress the 
high-school classes. Hunt has a re- 
markably good command of the English 
language and invites discussion on any 
subject regarding the human anatomy. 
I have seen many lecturers and med. 
men work, but it seems that they draw 
the line when a physician or surgeon 
happens to be in their audience. But 
it is different with Hunt. He tetls his 
eudience that he would rather have a 
doctor pick a subject for debate. From 
all indications Hunt knows his onions, 
for he seems to meet with no opposition. 
Dr. Hunt is a graduate of the Lafayette 
Merical College, the Harlem College of 
Medicines and is a post-graduate of the 
Dearborn College of Osteopathy. He has 
practiced medicine in New York City 
and assisted Bernarr McFadden in the 
latter’s lectures on health for two 
months at Coney Island, for two months 
at Atlantic City and for three months 
on Fifth avenue in New York City. Dr. 
Hunt started to make lectures to the 
public about six years aro. He 1s 32 
vears old, married and calls Ft. Wayne, 
Ind., home. 

J. RAY COMRIE—About 30 years ago 
one of the original Kickapoo medicine 
Shows went into Grand Rapids and 
worked the lots of that city. At that 
time J. Ray Comrie was a lad of 16. Ray 
hung around the show and wanted to 
tell the Kickapoos that he could play 
a banje and entertain as good as the 
finest in that line. It took two or 
three days for the youngster to muster 
up enough courage to make the state- 
ment to the med. men. He finally told 
them what he could do and they invited 


him to come and bring his banjo with 


They or he did not dream at that 
time that it was the making of one 
of the greatest medicine showmen in 
the country. Frank Evans, one of the

his railroad fares and baggage hauling 
Isn't this so in your own home town? 
Or have your people settled down to a 
realization that never again will they 
hear legitimate drama again unless they 
visit New York, Chicago or one of the 
other few cities where fair profits make 
productions possible? Remember that 
touring companies patronize the local 
hotels, spend money with local shop- 
keepers and that local truckmen are 
paid for hauling the baggage. 

Yet in many of these towns the old 
legitimate theaters either are being 
demolished or are being used for other 
purposes. This is no fault of ours. And 
tho it would be foolish to say our busi- 
ness has not been affected by the 
movies, we do not begrudge them their 
prosperity. We are glad of their suc- 
cess. Nevertheless, as representatives of 
the legitimate theater, employing thou- 
sands of people and paying important 
real-estate tax, we feel we should be 
relieved the same as the picture people 
have been relieved. 

Consider what Congress has done for 
them since the war: 

1. The film-footage tax was repealed. 


2. The admission tax was eliminated 
up to 50 cents 

3. Again it was removed up to 75 
cents. 

Now you propose taking it off up 
to $1. 


We ask you to take it off on all 
theater admissions. 

We ask you to save American drama 
and music from being wiped out. In 
other countries both drama and music 
are encouraged National theaters are 
the rule They are subsidized. In 
Englfnd, Canada, Australia, Germany, 
Italy and Belgium an admissions tax 
was levied during the war, but long 


since has been removed. It should be 
removed here 
We do not say our inevitable ruin 


is due solely to the admissions tax, but 


the tax does have a great deal to do 
with it, especially outside of one or two 
large cities, and especially in the 
smaller communities. Thousands upon 
thousands of people stay away. They 


a war tax long after the 
war is over. We can prove they resent 
it We can prove the tax is proving 
more and more deadly to our business 
And as all the other nutsance taxes 
have been repealed. and this is the only 
one left, our people believe this tax is 
a discrimination against them That 
is whv we are asking simply for justice 
and relief at a time when we sorely 


resent paying 


need it, undeniably more than any 
other business in this country. Don't 


tax the spoken drama out of existence 

We ask Congress to help us save the 
spoken drama from complete extinction 
in this country!

Buying vaudeville material, and mo- 
tion pictures as well, for a greater num- 
her of houses, coupled with the pos- 
sibility that materials necessary for the 
operation of theaters may be purchased 
cheaper by buying in big lots, is ex- 
pected to react favorably not only to 
the artiste but to the public. Reduction 
of overhead may mean a reduction of ad- 
mission prices. This automatically will 
lead to greater patronage, better ex- 
ploitation, bigger receipts. Larger prof- 
fits mean the ability to pay more for 
material that is worth more 

Development of exploitation. which 
helps to increase the value of the acts 
playing the circuit, with creation of new 
ideas in big as well as small cities and 
towns, is another angle that naturally 
follows the merger

William P. Gray, 51, president and 
treasurer of the Maine and New 
Hampshire Theater Corporation, died 
at his home in Beverly Hills.

The film corporation of which he 
was the head controlled or operated 
more than 150 theaters in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, and he 
had in hand all of the Paramount 
(Publix) theaters east of New York 
City, including 12 in Boston.

His business place at his Lewp- 
iston home, which is one of the res- 
idence show places of New England, 
was known as the “sickroom office”. 
Until recently Mr. Gray believed that 
he was recovering his health ana 
strength. and three weeks ago he 
made a trip as the guest of Adolph 
Zukor from New York to Los Angeles. 

His mother, Mrs. Mary E. Buster, 
lives in East St. Louis and his father, 
John L. Gray, in Joplin, Mo.

Gerhart Hauptmann’s 
Revised ‘‘Hamlet”’

but is warned by one of his courtiers 
that the prince has the Danish people 
behind him. In Act III young Fortin- 
bras signifies his willingness to help 
Hamlet to the throne, and Horatio tells 
Hamlet there's a forest of swords at his 
back. Act IV is the most revised. After 
Hamlet's return from England he meets 
Fortinbras and makes a pact with him. 
Here Hamlet shows himself a man of 
ction, incisive and imperious. When 
Laertes returns he is easily quieted 
about Polonius’ death, and it is Hamlet 
at the head of the army who breaks 
into the palace demanding, “Give me 
my father.” 

He is about to dispatch the king 
when Ophelia, insane, appears. This so 
unmans Hamlet that he weakens and 
lets the king master him. In the grave- 
yard scene, Act V, Hamlet first jumps 
into the grave and takes over many of 
Laertes’ speeches. The last scene begins 
with the “to be” soliloquy, which is 
shifted here by Hauptmann because he 
believes it is better suited to his mood. 
Hamlet then refuses to take the throne, 
apparently his for the asking. He is no 
longer interested in life and begs 
Horatio to follow him to exile in Wurt- 
temburg. At the close Hamlet dies. 
nominating Fortinbras as his successor. 
The latter appears and is hailed as king 

Hauptmann’s newly written dialog fits 
quite snugly into the German transla- 
tion. Only when it is good, as in the 
king of Norway scene, it_ is Haupt- 
mann’s, not Shakespeare's. When it is 
bad, as in the renunciation scene, it is 


a combination of all the bad qualities 
of both.
